PREFACE. 


The  Nineteenth  Annual  Medical  Report  of  the  Glasgow  Royal  Maternity 
and  Women’s  Hospital  maintains  the  usual  general  pattern,  conforming 
as  far  as  possible  to  the  standard  scheme  suggested  by  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine. 

The  Hospital  contains  174  beds — 73  ante-natal,  75  post-natal, 
15  for  cases  of  abortion  and  11  for  patients  who  require  to  be  isolated. 
The  two  main  labour  wards  contains  9  and  6  beds  respectively,  while 
in  the  Isolation  Department  there  is  a  labour  room  with  1  bed.  The 
work  of  the  Hospital  is  carried  out  by  three  units,  each  with  its  own 
ante-natal,  labour  and  lying-in  wards.  Septic  cases  are  transferred  to 
the  Local  Authority  Isolation  Hospitals  by  arrangement  with  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Each  unit  has  the  services  of  two  House  Surgeons — one  for  duties 
in  the  Hospital  and  the  other  for  duties  in  connection  with  the  out¬ 
door  service  of  the  Hospital.  Each  House  Surgeon  is  appointed  for 
six  months,  the  first  three  months  being  devoted  to  indoor  duties  and 
the  second  to  outdoor  duties.  There  is  also  a  House  Surgeon  for  the 
Isolation  Wards,  appointed  for  a  period  of  three  months. 

The  services  of  a  Resident  Ansesthetist  are  maintained  through 
the  generosity  of  the  trustees  of  Mr.  Peter  Coats,  but  during  the  year 
the  arrangements  for  obtaining  the  help  of  a  Visiting  Anaesthetist  have 
been  altered,  and  the  Hospital  now  has  a  panel  of  five  experienced 
anaesthetists  who  may  be  called  upon  in  emergency. 

Professor  James  Hendry,  Regius  Professor  of  Midwifery  at  Glasgow 
University,  continues  to  act  as  Medical  Director  of  the  Hospital. 

Dr.  A.  M.  McLellan  and  Dr.  A.  M.  Hunter  have  continued  to 
assist  the  Hospital  staff  in  the  training  of  Medical  students  and  pupil 


midwives.

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During  the  past  year  there  were  18,108  attendances  at  the  Hospital's 
Ante-natal  Clinic,  and  3,141  at  the  Infant  Consultation  Clinic. 

Ante-natal  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  the  request  oi 
the  medical  practitioners  in  the  city  area,  from  Local  Authority  Clinics, 
from  the  Hospital  Ante-natal  Clinic,  and  from  certain  outlying  areas 
which  lack  facilities  for  hospital  treatment. 

Emergency  cases  are  referred  to  the  Hospital  by  practitioners  in 
the  city  area,  in  outlying  districts  without  adequate  hospital  facilities, 
and  by  the  Hospital  outdoor  service. 

In  all,  851  patients  (19-9  per  cent,  of  the  total  admissions)  were 
referred  from  areas  outwith  the  city. 

The  following  are  some  particulars  of  the  Hospital  outdoor  service, 
which  attended  2,494  women  in  their  own  homes  during  1944  : —

For  purposes  of  this  Report  the  indoor  cases  have,  as  in  previous 
years,  been  divided  into  two  categories  : — 

Category  A.  —  Refers  to  patients  who  have  paid  at  least  two 

visits  to  the  Hospital  Ante-natal  Clinic  before  admission  ; 

while  all  other  patients  are  placed  in  Category  B. 

Of  the  4,264  patients  admitted  to  this  Hospital  during  1944, 
1,940  (45-49  per  cent.)  belonged  to  Category  A  ;  and  2,324 
(54-5  per  cent.)  to  Category  B. 

The  total  number  of  abnormal  cases  (including  1,610  ante-natal 
cases)  was  3,040  (or  71-29  per  cent,  of  all  admissions).  The  high 
incidence  of  abnormal  cases  is  explained  partly  by  the  fact  that  the 
Hospital  serves  a  large  industrial  area  where  the  incidence  of  rickets, 
malnutrition  and  overcrowding  is  high,  and  partly  by  the  fact  that 
abnormal  cases  only  are  admitted  from  some  of  the  outlying  areas. 

The  special  out-patient  clinic  for  patients  suffering  from  specific 
diseases  has  been  temporarily  discontinued  since  September,  1939,  and 
such  patients  are  now  treated  at  a  Local  Authority  Clinic. 

The  efficient  blood  transfusion  service,  initiated  by  the  Hospital 
in  1935,  is  now  maintained  in  collaboration  with  the  West  of  Scotland 
Blood  Transfusion  Service.  Full  use  is  made  of  their  excellent  supply 
of  Rh  positive  and  Rh  negative  blood. 

Of  the  547  patients  examined  in  the  X-ray  Department  during 
the  year,  292  were  resident  in  the  Hospital  and  255  were  out-patients. 

Miss  C.  S.  Cameron,  the  Hospital  Dietician,  continued  her  invaluable 
work  in  her  own  department  in  the  Hospital  generally. 
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Certain  patients,  whose  conditions  were  likely  to  benefit  from 
improved  nutrition  during  pregnancy,  were  given  special  instructions— 
with  very  satisfactory  results.  The  earlier  work  carried  out  by  the 
Dietetic  Department,  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  Stanley  Graham, 
were  published  in  the  Glasgow  Medical  Journal  in  July,  1944. 

The  general  pathological,  bacteriological  and  biochemical  work  of 
the  Hospital  was  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Agnes  M. 
Stewart  until  August,  when  Dr.  Margaret  D.  Crawford  reassumed 
control  of  the  department.  Lieut-. Colonel  H.  L.  Sheehan,  the  Director 
of  Research,  who  is  still  on  Active  Service,  has  maintained  his  close 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  department. 

In  August  the  Hospital  was  unfortunate  in  losing  the  services  of 
Mr.  Johnstone,  the  senior  technician.  The  work  is  now  being  carried 
out  under  Dr.  Crawford’s  direction  by  two  junior  technicians. 

The  number  of  medical  students  enrolled  during  the  year  for 
training  in  practical  midwifery  was  211,  while  101  nurses  were  enrolled 
for  training  for  the  Certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.

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OBSTETRICAL  CASES. 

1.  Vertex.  Occipito-Posterior  Position. 

Because  vaginal  examination  on  admission,  or  at  the  onset  of 
labour,  is  not  a  routine  procedure  and  because  the  use  of  radiological 
methods  of  diagnosis  is  limited  in  this  Hospital,  it  is  impossible  to 
estimate  the  incidence  of  the  occipito-posterior  position.  The  following 
is  a  record  only  of  cases  where  operative  delivery  was  undertaken  in 
association  with  an  occipito-posterior  position  and  of  cases  where 
spontaneous  delivery  occurred  face  to  pubis. 

In  this  series  there  were  64  cases,  including  1  maternal  death  from 
paralytic  ileus  and  generalised  peritonitis  (see  No.  1926  under  deaths). 
Fifty-eight  of  the  infants  were  born  alive  and  6  still-born.  There  were 
5  neo-natal  deaths. 

Associated  with  the  still-births  were  “  failed  forceps  ”  outside  the 
Hospital  in  one  case  ;  hydramnios  (large  child)  in  one  case  ;  contracted 
pelvis  and  hypertensive  toxaemia  in  one  case  ;  and  large  child  in  one  case. 
Two  of  the  infants  were  delivered  after  craniotomy. 

The  causes  of  the  neo-natal  deaths  were  cerebral  haemorrhage  in 
three  cases  (associated  with  respiratory  infection  in  two  cases)  ; 
congenital  malformation  of  kidney  in  one  case  ;  and  pyrexia  of  unknown 
origin  in  one  case.  There  were  8  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and  2  cases 
of  puerperal  sepsis.

Malpresentations. 
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2.  Breech  Presentation. 

A  breech  presentation  was  noted  in  322  patients  ;  142  primigravidae 
and  180  multiparae  ;  129  in  Category  A  and  194  in  Category  B.  There 
were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  infants  delivered  as  breech  presentations  was 
218,  including  38  still-born  infants  and  32  infants  who  died  during  the 
neo-natal  period.  This  series  includes  68  infants  from  twin  and  triplet 
pregnancies  and  10  infants  delivered  by  caesarean  section. 

The  still-birth  rate  for  the  whole  series  was  17-43  per  cent,  and  the 
neo-natal  death-rate  14-67  per  cent.

In  this  series  the  causes  of  still-birth  and  the  associated  conditions 
were  : — Foetal  abnormalities,  10  (including  6  hydrocephalic  and  2 
anencephalic  infants) ;  intra-uterine  death  (macerated),  7  ;  intra-cranial 
haemorrhage,  2  ;  eclampsia,  1 ;  concealed  accidental  haemorrhage,  1 ; 
hypertensive  toxaemia,  1  ;  mixed  accidental  haemorrhage,  2  ;  partial 
placenta  praevia,  2  ;  prolapse  of  cord,  1  ;  cord  tightly  around 
neck,  1  ;  cause  unknown,  2. 

The  causes  of  the  neo-natal  deaths  were  : — •Prematurity,  5  ; 
broncho-pneumonia,  3  ;  tentorial  tears,  1  (C.P.  D.C.  4  ins.)  ;  tentorial 
tears  and  enteritis,  1  ;  miscarriage,  1. 

Of  the  10  patients  delivered  by  caesarean  section  5  were  delivered 
by  the  classical  and  5  by  the  lower  uterine  segment  operation. 

All  of  the  infants  were  born  alive,  but  3  died  during  the 
neo-natal  period  of  prematurity,  pneumonia  and  congenital  debility. 
The  conditions  associated  with  these  operations  were  : — Contracted 
pelvis,  3  cases  ;  central  placenta  praevia,  1  case  ;  hypertensive  toxaemia, 
1  case  ;  diabetes  mellitus  and  partial  placenta  praevia,  1  case  ;  and 
elderly  primiparity  in  1  case. 
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External  version  was  attempted  in  140  cases,  with  the  following

Anaesthesia  was  used  in  all  of  the  unsuccessful  attempts  at  external 
version. 

This  series,  representing  the  most  difficult  cases,  does  not  include 
cases  where  external  version  was  successfully  performed  without 
anaesthesia  in  the  Ante-natal  Clinic. 

Of  the  cases  where  external  version  was  successfully  performed, 
48  were  subsequently  delivered  in  the  Hospital.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths. 

Delivery  was  completed  spontaneously  in  39  cases,  by  lower 
uterine  segment  caesarean  section  in  3  cases,  and  by  forceps  in  6  cases. 

There  were  4  still-births  and  3  neo-natal  deaths. 

The  causes  of  still-birth  were  : — Hydrocephalus  in  2  cases  and 
prolapse  of  the  umbilical  cord  in  1  case,  while  the  fourth  still-born 
infant  was  macerated. 

The  causes  of  neo-natal  deaths  were  : — Congenital  heart  disease 
in  1  case  ;  prematurity  and  atelectasis  in  1  case  ;  and  prematurity 
with  congenital  abnormality  of  the  chest  in  1  case. 

The  uncorrected  still-birth  rate  was  8-33  per  cent,  and  the  neo¬ 
natal  death  rate  6-25  per  cent.

3.  Face  and  Brow  Presentation. 

There  were  15  cases  of  face  and  brow  presentation  ;  6  in  primi- 
gravidae  and  9  in  multiparae  ;  6  in  Category  A  and  9  in  Category  B. 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  Twelve  of  the  infants  were  born 
alive,  but  2  died  during  the  neo-natal  period.

There  were  41  cases  of  shoulder  presentation  ;  6  in  primigravidse 
and  35  in  multiparse  ;  15  in  Category  A.  and  26  in  Category  B.  There 
was  1  maternal  death  (see  No.  3212  under  deaths).

There  were  79  cases  of  twin  pregnancy  :  23  in  primigravidse  and 
56  in  multiparse  ;  33  in  Category  A  and  46  in  Category  B.  Four  of 
the  mothers  were  dismissed  from  Hospital  before  delivery  and  in  three 
cases  one  of  the  infants  was  delivered  before  the  mother  was  admitted 
to  Hospital.  One  patient  died  undelivered. 

There  were  3  maternal  deaths  ;  2  in  multiparse  belonging  to 

Category  A  and  1  in  a  primigravida  in  Category  B.  One  patient,  who 
died  during  labour,  suffered  from  bacterial  endocarditis  (see  No.  661 
under  deaths)  ;  the  second  patient  died  of  progressive  ansemia  (see 
No.  1020  under  deaths)  ;  and  the  third  died  of  cerebral  hsemorrhage 
following  eclampsia  (see  No.  3937  under  deaths). 

Of  the  147  infants  born  in  the  Hospital,  133  were  born  alive  and 
14  still-born.  There  were  33  neo-natal  deaths  in  Hospital. 

In  19  cases  labour  started  before  the  36th  week,  while  82  of  the 
infants  were  premature  by  weight.  There  were  2  cases  of  eclampsia 
and  35  mothers  showed  signs  of  pre-eclamptic  toxsemia. 

Among  the  14  still-born  infants  there  was  1  foetus  papyraceous 
and  1  hydrops  foetalis,  while  2  were  macerated.  In  1  case  the  cause 
of  still-birth  was  concealed  accidental  hsemorrhage,  and  in  another 
cardiac  collapse  of  the  mother  during  labour.  Still-births  were 
attributed  to  prolonged  labour  in  4  cases,  to  a  short  umbilical  cord  in 
1  case,  to  manual  delivery  as  a  breech  presentation  after  internal 
version  from  a  shoulder  presentation  in  1  case,  while  the  remaining 
infant  was  the  product  of  a  miscarriage  at  26  weeks. 

The  causes  of  neo-natal  death  were  prematurity  in  16  cases  ; 
prematurity  with  respiratory  infection  in  10  cases  ;  and  respiratory 
and  alimentary  tract  infections  in  7  mature  infants.  Four  infants 
died  of  birth  injuries  and  1  of  haemolytic  disease  of  the  newborn. 

Among  primigravidse  labour  lasted  longer  than  24  hours  in  9  cases 
and  over  36  hours  in  7  of  these  cases.  Among  multiparse  labour  lasted 
longer  than  24  hours  in  5  cases.  There  was  1  case  of  post-partum 
hsemorrhage  and  1  of  intra-partum  hsemorrhage — treated  in  both  cases 
by  blood  transfusion.

There  were  6  cases  of  triplets  :  1  in  Category  A  and  5  in  Category  B  ; 
2  in  primigravidse  and  4  in  multiparse.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 
Of  the  18  infants,  16  were  born  alive  and  2  were  still-born.  There 
were  10  neo-natal  deaths  in  Hospital. 

Sixteen  of  the  infants  were  premature  by  weight.  The  causes  of 
still-birth  were  hydrocephalus  in  1  case  and  unhealthy  placenta  in 
the  second  infant. 

Of  the  10  neo-natal  deaths,  6  were  due  to  prematurity,  3  were  due 
to  prematurity  with  respiratory  and  gastro-intestinal  infections,  and 
1  to  cerebral  birth  injury. 
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OBSTETRICAL  OPERATIONS. 

A  Summary  of  the  various  Obstetrical  Operations  is  given 

in  the  following  Tables. 

1.  Forceps. 

There  were  331  deliveries  by  forceps  ;  248  in  primigravidse  and 
83  in  multiparse.  When  a  low  forceps  delivery  is  conducted  within 
24  hours  of  the  onset  of  labour  in  a  primigravidse  or  within  18  hours  in  a 
multiparse  the  indication  for  operation  is  classified  as  second  stage 
delay.  If  a  higher  application  of  forceps  is  necessary  within  these 
times,  or  if  the  labour  is  prolonged  beyond  these  limits,  the  indication 
for  the  application  of  forceps  may  be  classified  as  dystocia.

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Contracted  Pelvis.  1.  Induction  of  Labour. 

Surgical  induction  of  labour  by  puncture  of  the  membranes  was 
performed  in  17  cases.  Spontaneous  delivery  followed  in  13  cases. 
Of  the  two  patients  delivered  by  lower  uterine  segment  csesarean 
section  one  had  previously  been  delivered  by  caesarean  section.  In 
one  case  delivery  was  completed  after  craniotomy  because  of  a  brow 
presentation  ;  while,  in  the  remaining  case,  labour  ended  in  an  easy 
mid  forceps  delivery.  The  only  still-born  infant  was  that  destroyed 
by  craniotomy  ;  one  of  the  infants  delivered  by  caesarean  section  died 
during  the  neo-natal  period. 


Contracted  Pelvis.  2.  Spontaneous  Delivery. 

Spontaneous  delivery  occurred  in  71  cases  of  contracted  pelvis. 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  One  infant  was  still-born  following 
prolapse  of  the  umbilical  cord  ;  and  one  infant  died  of  “  influenza  ” 
during  the  neo-natal  period.  The  combined  still-birth  and  neo-natal 
death  rate  was  therefore  2-81  per  cent.  In  one  patient  a  notifiable 
pyrexia  occurred  during  the  puerperium. 

This  series  was  associated  with  the  following  complications  of 
pregancy  and  delivery  : — Hypertensive  toxsemia,  eleven  cases  ;  prolapse 
of  the  umbilical  cord,  one  case  ;  breech  delivery,  one  case  ;  cardiac 
disease,  one  case  ;  epilepsy,  one  case  ;  bad  obstetric  history  (seven 
previous  abortions),  one  case. 
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Contracted  Pelvis.  3.  Forceps  Delivery. 

Delivery  was  completed  by  forceps  in  24  cases  of  contracted  pelvis. 
The  application  of  the  forceps  was  classed  as  high  in  one  case  ;  mid 
in  twenty-two  cases  ;  and  low  in  one  case.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths.  Four  of  the  infants  were  still-born  and  two  died  of  cerebral 
haemorrhage.  A  live  child  was  obtained  in  the  only  case  admitted  to 
Hospital  after  failure  to  complete  delivery  with  the  forceps.  There 
was  one  case  of  sepsis  and  one  of  pyrexia.

Caesarean  section  was  performed  in  91  cases  of  contracted  pelvis  ; 
the  classical  operation  in  33  cases  and  the  lower  uterine  segment 
operation  in  58  cases.  There  were  two  maternal  deaths,  giving  a 
mortality  rate  of  2-19  per  cent,  for  the  whole  group.  One  patient 
(No.  2028)  died  of  paralytic  ileus  and  the  other  (No.  2368)  died  of 
pulmonary  embolism.  Two  of  the  infants  were  still-born.  There  were 
six  neo-natal  deaths  in  Hospital. 

There  were  10  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and  1  of  sepsis,  giving  a 
combined  pyrexia  and  sepsis  rate  of  12-08  per  cent.

Seventeen  cases  were  included  in  this  series  because  of  disproportion 
between  the  presenting  part  and  an  apparently  normal  pelvis.  Five 
cases  belonged  to  Category  A.  and  twelve  to  Category  B. 

Of  three  infants  delivered  spontaneously,  two  were  born  alive 
and  one  still-born  after  prolapse  of  the  umbilical  cord,  followed  by 
perforation  of  the  foetal  head.  All  of  the  mothers  survived. 

Two  cases  were  delivered  by  classical  caesarean  section.  One  of 
them  had  previously  been  delivered  by  caesarean  section,  while  in  the 
second  case  the  indication  for  operation  was  prolapse  of  the  umbilical 
cord.  Both  of  the  infants  were  born  alive.  Eight  cases  were  delivered 
by  lower  uterine  segment  caesarean  section.  Hydramnios  was  noted 
in  one  case  ;  large  child  (9  lbs.  14  oz.)  in  one  case  ;  congenital  dis¬ 
location  of  hip  in  one  case  ;  a  right  occipito-posterior  position  in  one 
case  ;  and  hypertensive  toxaemia  in  one  case.  One  of  the  mothers 
died  under  anaesthesia  during  the  operation  (No.  3972).  All  of  the 
infants  were  born  alive,  but  two  died  of  broncho-pneumonia. 

Four  cases  were  delivered  by  forceps,  one  after  perforation  of  the 
foetal  head.  None  of  the  mothers  died.  Two  of  the  infants  were  born 
alive  and  two  still-born.  Puerperal  pyrexia  was  noted  in  five  cases. 


Ante-Partum  Haemorrhage. 

There  were  197  cases  in  this  group.  Placenta  praevia  accounted 
for  96  cases  ;  apparent  accidental  haemorrhage  for  62  ;  and  mixed  and 
concealed  accidental  haemorrhage  for  39  cases.

1.  Placenta  Previa. 

Of  the  96  cases  in  this  group,  23  were  of  the  central  variety  and 
73  partial.  Thirteen  occurred  in  primigravidse  and  83  in  multiparse  ; 
24  in  Category  A.  and  72  in  Category  B.  There  were  two  maternal 
deaths  (Nos.  1627  and  3743 — see  under  deaths).  Seventy-three  infants 
were  born  alive,  but  19  died  before  dismissal  from  the  Hospital.  There 
were  22  still-births.  There  were  8  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and 
2  of  sepsis.

There  were  28  cases  of  late  vomiting  :  12  in  primigravidse  and 
16  in  multiparse  ;  13  in  Category  A.  and  15  in  Category  B.  The 
severity  of  the  condition  was  assessed  as  mild  in  20  cases  ;  moderate 
in  6  cases  ;  and  severe  in  2  cases.  There  were  2  maternal  deaths, 
both  severe  cases  in  Category  B.  One  patient  died  during  the 
puerperium  of  peritonitis,  following  volvulus  of  the  ileum  (see  No.  2965 
under  deaths )  ;  while  the  other  patient  died  undelivered  with  punctate 
hsemorrhages  in  the  liver,  stomach  and  brain  stem  (see  No.  920  under 
deaths). 

Associated  abnormalities  were  pyelitis  in  three  cases  ;  hydro¬ 
nephrosis  in  one  case  ;  duodenal  ulcer  in  one  case  ;  and  volvulus  of 
the  ileum  in  one  case.

Eight  infants  survived  and  three  were  still-born.  Two  of  the 
still-born  infants  suffered  from  hydrocephalus  and  the  third  was 
delivered  through  a  contracted  pelvic  outlet  after  craniotomy.  In 
three  cases  the  cervix  was  not  fully  dilated  when  the  patient  was 
admitted  to  Hospital.  An  occipito-posterior  position  occurred  in 
two  cases.

During  1944  there  were  45  maternal  deaths  :  22  in  primigravidse 
and  23  in  multiparse  ;  14  in  Category  A.  and  31  in  Category  B.  Fifteen 
patients  (33-33  per  cent.)  died  within  twenty-four  hours  ;  15  within 
seven  days  ;  and  15  more  than  seven  days  after  their  admission  to 
Hospital. 

Five  of  these  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  after  delivery 
and  9  died  undelivered.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  performed 
in  34  cases. 

Since  there  were  4,264  admissions  to  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  the  death  rate  was  10-55  per  thousand  (or  1-05  per  cent.).  The 
mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  16-21.  The  mortality  rates  in
